The 
instruction  giveul  will  be  not  ou^y  iu 
kery,  but  in  u)l  brunches  that  have 
to  do  with  economy,  comfort,  health 
and  tbe  proper  mam  ton  unco  of  a  House. 
The  most  improved  methods  will  be 
taught.  The  pupils  aro  received  free  of 
:hurgn;  also  without  compensation  from 
the  school  for  the  first  six  month*  Aft¬ 
er  this  probation  $3  a  week  will  bo  given 
to  each  pupil  until  sho  graduates,  which 
will  be  at  the  end  of  two  years.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  a  diploma  and  the  sum 
of  $100  will  b<3  given.
